from LCDRIl'lK. The chier^xirpose for his stay of four days 
was to get a green light from LCLAVER to return 2k I<M¥AAHOOS 
from LCDRINK and 6 from Yvangness to JBPARSON.

by DTELDER and LCLAVER is required before the movem^ent of 
these WAAHOCS can be effected. DTELDER has already given 
its permission.

7 have participated in actual operation, 7 are rejects, and 
10 are Wangness trained men who are not required for ops 
purposes at the present time.

B. On 17 November the undersigned contacted the JBIOviER 
attorney representing Roger T. ¥;angness in order to continue 
negotiations regarding the purchase of the estate.

8 hours to a JBHOMER district courts 
together with one of his iCl^AAHOOS as defendant^ to answer 
charges of invol^antarj homicide for the death last August of 
a JEHOtER cyclist struck by an automobile driven by this 
KM^^AAHOO. The subpoena and investigative powers of this court

The undersigned acted immediately by first contacting the 
HTCURIO who v^as acting as counsel for the defendant# This 
individual maintained that the c§se could be won in an HTCURIO 
court T\rhere it is extremely difficult to prove Gross Negligence 
in contrast to JBHOIIE court procedure where any shade of 
gross negligence is sufficient to convict a raan# A.t the 
suggestion of this counsel the writer contacted the District 
Attorney of the HTEXOTIC area to get his assistance in trans- 
ferring this case to an HTCURIO court* The final contact vfas 
made with the Legal Advisor for the Land Commissioner of the 
HTEXOTIC area^ vfho has supreme power to effect a court transfer 
into HTCURIO hands. By ‘hmlking*^ through five signatures and 
by making faur contacts, the v/riter succeeded in transferring 
this case to HTGIHIIO jurisdiction. 

S. On 3 November, the writer flew to BGQUIET to attend 
a meeting with ^ KlffARCE representation
